PASSENGER TRAIN STALLED IN

A GUN 


The east bound passenger train of 
the Southern Pacific which reached 
here at ten o'clock last night was for 
fully half an hour under the control 
of a colored passenger by the name 
of Jim Jackson, at Blue Canyon, west 
of Reno, who at the point of a huge 
forty-five calibre Colt's revolver held 
up three of his fellow 
passengers, 


while the women and children rushed 
frantically back to the rear of the 
train, screachlng in abject fright. One 
lady fainted and had to be carried In- 
to the next car. 
As the train pulled out of Sacra- 
mento In the morning three passen- 
gers, James Hart of Portland, George 
W. Mastln and F. H. Bates of Santa 
Barbara sat in a forward coach. Ac- 
ross the aisle directly opposite sat 
Jim Jackson, colored, who was bound 
for Tonopah. 
"Don't you know me; I was porter 
at Blazler's 
house In Sacramento?" 


Inquired Jackson. 


"No, 
I don't know you; I never saw 


you before," Hart replied. 
"D—m you. yes you do," retorted.

Hart protested without avail, but 
Jackson pulled out his gun and point- 
ing it full a Hart's head, reiterated 
that he would kill him.

it off," he repeated 
in 


frenzy. 
Hart saw, as he was cornered, that 
he was in a perilous position at the 
hands of a drunken man. 
Watching 
his chance, having no available wea- 
pon. Hart jumped 
toward the door, 


Jackson after him. 
By this time some one pulled the 
bell rope and the train stopped. The 
conductor,'Jim McMasters, then made 
his appearance, attracted by the mad 
rush of the other passengers through 
the train. 
As Hart was endeavoring to secure 
a gun from some fellow passenger, 
his companion Mastin rushed up to

ILL the Western Pacific ever be bult? This Is a 


question Just now that Is of the deepest concern 


to the people of this coast. Perhaps no project of equal 
magnitude has ever been undertaken of which the public 
have known so little as this persistent, though intangible, 
rumor of a new transcontinental line. 


It tho face of allegations that the project Is a sell-out 


scherre to extort money from the Southern Pacific, its en- 
gineers have quietly gone about acquiring lands, survey- 
Ing the route, establishing grades and securing data which 
will reduce the work to a mere matter of construction. And 
all this has been occompllshed without even divulging the 
name of the man or men who are backing the venture 
Every attempt to secure definite information concerning 
the intentions of the company have been met with a quiet, 
courteous but none the less positive refusal which la 
tantalizing and mystifying. 
Nothing Is known by the 


public at large that It Is possible to conceal. 


Even the route is a matter of speculation. It seems to 


have been established only so far as that It will enter the 
Sierra through Beckwlth Pass. Whether it will pass 
through Reno Is not known and will not be until the en- 
gineers choose to break the silence which envelopes tho 
whole affair and make the plans public. 


It would seem that this policy of silence Is the best 


possible evidence of earnestness. 
The fake promoter, 


whose object la to be bought off, courts publicity—It Is his 
strongest weapon. The promoters of a bonaflde business 
venture, on the other hand, does things and allows others 
to do the talking. 


The people of Reno are deeply concerned In the build- 


ing of the new road and would welcome some Insight into 
the Intentions of the company If only an Intimation that 
concessions would be received with favor which would 
Induce the company to make this city a point of entry. It 
Is safe to say that our citizens would rise to the occasion 
and grant anything In reason which might be asked of 
them In the way of ?lt*»» for yards and shops and exempt- 
Ion front taxation. 


The recent purchase of lands In Lonff Valley would seem 


to Indicate that Reno will not be on the main line. But It 
Is certain that the new road cannot afford to ignore BO 
Important a shipping center as Reno entirely, which would 
mean n branch road to this city that would assume almost 
the Importance of the main line.
